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INTRODUCTION 


The writer of this manual does not claim to know 
all there is to know about trailers. He does not pose 
as an engineer and does not claim years of experience 
in the trailer field. He is not an expert mechanic, 
a draftsman nor a skilled worker but is just an or- 
dinary home craftsman. Therefore, this is written for 
the home craftsman trailer builder so that he may 
understand it. If he can understand it, certainly the 
skilled worker will know what it’s all about. 

Who can claim a super-knowledge of trailers? 
The house trailer is a development of recent years 
and no vehicle requires less engineering skill to build. 
There’s nothing to be engineered about it except to 
use an axle heavy enough to carry the weight, locate 
it for proper distribution of body weight and square 
the tongue with the wheels. After this, you can 
build most any kind of a body on the chassis. You 
will see all kinds -- and they all seem to give their 
owners perfect satisfaction. 

Every statement, idea, suggestion, recommendation 
given in this manual is the result of experience gath- 
ered in building and the use of trailers - the ex- 
perience of the writer and that of many hundreds of 
trailer enthusiasts all over the country. 

A lot of ground is covered in this manual, but 
there’s still a lot that can be written about trailers. 
If something of importance is omitted, I am wide 
open for suggestions. If an error has been made, I 


stand ready to be corrected. Leave it to me to see 
that future editions of this book are revised with 
the progress of trailer development. 

Just a word here to those who write: while I will 
appreciate your comments, criticisms, suggestions and 
corrections, I cannot promise an acknowledgment. 
I haven’t the facilities to handle heavy correspondence. 
Every communication however, is given my personal 
attention, and if your letter contains information of 
value to other trailer builders as well as myself, I’ll 
find some way of showing my appreciation for your 
interest. 

To those who have written me in the past, I thank 
you most sincerely for the good things you’ve said 
about my plans and ideas and for the many splendid 
suggestions you’ve given me. I hope this manual re- 
pays you for your trouble. 



To Help You Get the Trailer You Want 


Selecting a Trailer 

After all there are just three things to be con- 
sidered in a trailer. Comfort, convenience and dur- 
ability. Comfort - as near like that of your home 
as possible. Convenience — a trailer you can haul and 
handle without trouble. Durability -- one that will 
give you lasting service and satisfaction. In discuss- 
ing the many features of design or construction in 
the following paragraphs, please consider the com- 
ments as suggestions only. They are given in order 
to help you in your decisions, to bring out details 
that may have escaped you, to assist you in buying 
or building a trailer that will meet your requirements 
in every way. 

"Shall 1 Buy or Build?" 

It is an established fact that no two people have 
the same ideas about trailers. You may question this 
statement but until you’ve had several years’ contact 
with thousands of trailer fans you cannot realize how 
truthful it is. This, of course, makes it rather tough 
for the trailer manufacturer and the solution to in-' 
dividual satisfaction, build your own. That is the 
only possible way to get a trailer exactly as you wish. 
If you haven’t the time to build it yourself, get a 
good plan, hire a good carpenter or handy man, let 
him do the building and you supervise the job. 

A Fascinating Project 

The remarkable growth of home craftsmanship in 
the past few years has proved that no finer hobby 
can be followed than that of carpentry. As a project 
for the amateur carpenter, a house trailer is ideal. 
Here is a combination of steel work, body building 
and cabinet work that provides an outlet for your 
ingenuity in every direction. And no project can pos- 
sibly give as much pride of ownership or pleasure. 


Unless you go in for an extremely complicated design, 
you need no expensive tools, no power machinery-just 
a kit of good carpenter tools plus perhaps a portable 
drill. 

Shall I Buy Parts ? 

It is possible to build a complete trailer without 
buying a part except perhaps an axle and wheels. A 
lot depends upon the time you have in which to build 
your trailer and the amount of money you have to 
spend. Even though you buy every part you possibly 
can, there’ll be plenty of work for you. Then too, 
buying parts simplifies a job that is otherwise difficult 
and likely to become tedious. When this happens, ail 
pleasure of building is lost. When all is said and 
done, it is cheaper to buy the hard-to-make parts 
than to attempt to make them yourself. 

How About a Plan? 

When you get the trailer bug you’ll be tempted 
to send for every trailer plan you see advertised and, 
if you do, you will be surprised at the result. Plans 
are offered by some who have never hauled a trailer 
far enough to know they had one on behind -- never 
slept a night or cooked a meal in one. Others are 
comically crude as far as practicability is concerned. 
For example, one plan has an oblong drawn in the 
side of the car and is marked "window” - a great 
help to the builder indeed - no size, no details, no 
nothing. Still other plans are a hodge-podge of dia- 
grams which no mechanic could understand, much 
less an amateur craftsman. 

What is a Blue Print? 

A blue print is simply an economical method of 
duplicating a plan or drawing when only a limited 
number of copies are required. When quantities of 
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duplicates are required they are produced by a print- 
ing process in ink on paper and the result is a clean, 
distinct, easily read plan or diagram that is an exact 
copy of the original in every respect. After all is 
said and done, though, it’s the plan that counts, for 
blueprints or printed diagrams can be made of a 
poor plan as well as a good one. 

What are Working Drawings? 

There are two kinds - the technical and non-tech- 
nical. The technical drawing is for the mechanic, 
engineer or builder. The non-technical drawing is for 
the amateur. Everything is shown and explained in 
simple terms, lacking the hieroglyphics of a craft 
or trade. Any drawing is a working drawing, only 
some are clearer, more practical and more easily 
understood by the amateur craftsman than others. 

What Is the Way Out?

if I do find it, how do I know the plan is practical, and 
easy to follow?” That is a question that cannot be 
answered. You’ll either have to be a good judge of 
the probability of getting what you want after read- 
ing the various ads or get every plan offered and take 
your choice. 

(ADVERTISEMENT) 

A word about the Jim Dandy plans. Many thou- 
sands of sets of plans have been sold and many 
fine letters of commendation have been received and 
records show that over one thousand Jim Dandy 
Cabin Trailers have been built. For completeness, 
practicability and ease of understanding, a comparison 
of the Jim Dandy plans with any other will reveal 
their superiority. This is the conclusion of many 
trailer fans who have bought every set of plans ever 
advertised. 

About Streamlining 

"I want a streamlined trailer.” What do you 
mean, streamlined”? Do you mean a trailer with 
round corners, a graceful top and beautiful lines or 
do you mean a job with a blunt nose and a beaver 
tail? If you mean the latter, you certainly have set 
a tough mark to hit, but if you mean the former 
your desires are easily satisfied. 

Scientifically speaking, streamlining is designed to 
reduce air resistance of a moving object such as a 
vehicle. As far as this factor in trailers is concerned, 
it amounts to exactly nothing for, because of the gap 
between and the difference in the height of your car 
and that of a trailer, a resistance is built up instead 
of reduced due to the break in the air stream. And, 
did you ever see a real streamlined trailer? There 
are a lot of freak designs whose originators think they 
are streamlined, but they are far from it when con- 
sidered aerodynamically. 

After all, what would be gained if you did have a 
truly streamlined trailer? Where would there be any 
advantage, even if both car and trailer were perfectly 
streamlined? The difference in riding, driving and 
economy would be so little that you’d never notice 
it. Cars ran just as fast before streamlining was 
ever thought of and with a well built trailer behind 
any car of today, little difference in its efficiency will 
be noticed. You should never drive fast enough with 
a trailer to show any difference. A streamlined vehicle 
is a composition of graceful curves - many of which 
are compound curves - the bane of trailer builders. 
Imagine a home craftsman trying to fashion a com- 
pound curve of metal -- a job that requires the heavy 
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presses and massive dies to perform in the automobile 
factory. Or, tougher still - try to make it out of wood 
or Masonite. Arcs are easy, but you can’t get by 
with simple arcs alone when you talk about stream- 
lining. 

Most builders, when they get the "streamlined” 
idea, mean nothing more than a long, low trailer 
with some freak front or rear that (they hope) will 
match their car. It takes a real artist to design such 
a trailer and its building is not an amateur’s job. 

But, in spite of all that has been said, you still 
stick to the streamlined idea. Well, consider the con- 
venience of such a trailer. After all, you are build- 
ing a trailer for living comfort. Are you going to 
sacrifice this for design? Of course you want a good 
looking trailer. No one wants a shed on wheels. 
But convenience, economy and comfort must be sac- 
rificed in any design that gets away from the conven- 
tional coach. Odd shaped fronts and backs mean 
loss of floor and closet space. They mean cramped 
quarters, and odd spaces and corners are no good for 
storage for such spaces are usually hard to get at. 
Such trailers are expensive to build and they take 
more time and tinkering than any man can afford. 

Take a look at the Jim Dandy Cabin Cruiser shown 
on page 31 of this catalog. Compare it with a so- 
called streamlined trailer -- either of your own design 
of that of some one else. Here is a coach in which 
every feature of comfort, convenience, economy, dur- 
ability, good appearance and ease of building was 
considered in its designing. Call it streamlined if 
you wish. It comes about as near to being stream- 
lined as any coach of its size and cost now on the 
market. And, as for its efficiency, its pointed peak 
splits the air stream following the car -- exactly like 
a motor boat spreads the water — and reduces air 
resistance perhaps to a greater extent than a genuine 
streamlined job. This is what may be termed as a 
conventional coach so constructed as to eliminate as 
much air resistance as possible. It employs curves, 
has graceful lines and is by far the most popular of 
all trailer designs. A trailer built along these lines 
will give you exactly what a trailer is designed to 
give — a comfortable coach in which to live that may 
be easily and economically built, easily and econom- 
ically transported and a credit to its owner. 

About Low Trailers 

"I want a trailer as low to the ground as possible.” 
If you’re looking for trouble — build your trailer too 
low and you’ll get plenty of it. Only two ways to 
operate an extremely low trailer without trouble and 
both are impractical. One is to stay on perfectly 
level concrete all the time (and don’t get off of it) ; 
the other is to locate the axle almost to the rear of 
the trailer so the body won’t drag when you go over 
a hill, a bump or a dip in the road. Of course this 
will throw practically all of the weight of the trailer 
on to the rear end of the car, but if you’re determined 
to build low, you must take the chance of breaking 
the springs, riding on the axle, ruining the rear end 
of your car. It is possible to build low and some 
builders are even eliminating springs to do it -- 
letting the tires absorb the bumps. Someday we’ll 
see pictures of some of these low trailers hung up 
on rocks or ridges on some of the side roads which 
always lead to the best camping grounds. 

Keep your trailer at a respectable distance off the 
ground. Make allowances for the raising and lower- 
ing of the front and rear when your car goes over 
a bump, a dip or a hill of any kind. Be practical! A 
floor up to 20 inches off the ground will not incon- 
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venience you. Remember you can always put a port- 
able step in front of the door. 

About Long Trailers 

"I want a trailer 18 to 22 feet long.” (Yes, some 
want them longer than that.) You don’t want a 
trailer, you want a bus for you’ve no right to try 
to transport a trailer of that size on two wheels with 
an ordinary car. The longer the trailer, the smaller 
the bump or dip in the road necessary to cause it 
to drag. 

The most popular length (as a nation-wide in- 
vestigation has proved) is 14 feet. Sixteen feet is 
the limit of practicability for a trailer that is to be 
attached to the rear of a car (this does not include 
the Aerocar type of trailer, the front end of which 
rides on the rear deck of a coupe). A trailer 14 to 
16 feet long will provide plenty of room for four 
people and that is about all a trailer can be expected 
to accommodate except perhaps where there is an 
extra child or so. 

Build a cozy trailer - but not cramped. Build as 
small as possible to accommodate your family — avoid 
the box car, bus size trailer and increase your chances 
for trouble-free trailer enjoyment. 

About Four Wheel Trailers 

Though we’ve been asked hundreds of times for 
plans for a 4-wheel trailer and have seen thousands 
of trailers, we have yet to see a 4-wheel trailer. Where 
do people get the idea? Does it seem simpler to 
build a body on an old automobile chassis than to 
build the conventional 2-wheel type? 

Any one who has ever driven about the country 
very much certainly has seen 4 -wheel utility trailers 
with a load of wood, manure or what not, wabbling 
and weaving from one side of the road to the other; 
throwing fear into the motorist following them or 
approaching them from the opposite direction. If you 
haven’t, you’ve a driving thrill coming. Just watch 
one swaying down the road and you have the reason 
why (1) you don’t see 4-wheel house trailers (2) 
why they are impractical and (3) why 4- wheel trailers 
are prohibited in some states. 

It is possible to back a 2-wheel trailer. Of course 
it’s a trick to do but easily learned, but to back a 
4-wheel trailer attached to a car is impossible. 

About Trailer Weights 

Everyone wants to build as lightly as possible, but 
there’s a limit to lightness if you are building with 
any degree of durability. As one builder said, "I 
want to build light, but at the same time I don’t 
want a trailer that is flimsy or one that will not stand 
up under hard usage or one so frail that you can poke 
your finger through the walls.” If you want a coach, 
build like a coach but build with light materials. 

It is certain that if you have a substantial chassis, 
a solid frame, a Masonite body, an interior lining, a 
good top, your trailer is not going to be a crate. 
You are going to have average weight, and if you try 
to beat "average” weight you’ve got to use an entirely 
different method of construction and entirely different 
materials. Can you design a trailer of this kind? 
Have you the time and money to spend in building 
it? Are you certain of satisfaction when it’s finished? 
Can you calculate its weight in advance of building? 

A lot of people worry about the weight of the 
trailer. It’s a consideration but not nearly as im- 
portant as weight distribution. If you have your axle 
located in the right position so that just the right 


amount of weight rests on the rear of your car, a few 
hundred pounds of weight will make no difference for, 
once underway, a 2500 to 3000 pound trailer is no 
harder to pull than a 1500 to 2000 pound job. Sure, 
there’s a difference on the hills, but a little slower 
speed here needn’t worry you nearly as much as a 
flimsy trailer. And, as far as difference in the con- 
sumption of gas, it would be so small you could 
hardly figure it. 

A 2500 pound trailer pulled by a modern six 
cylinder car over an average road - hills, curves, con- 
crete, macadam, gravel - takes about one extra gal- 
lon of gas to haul it every 100 miles. That is 
economical enough. 

About Locating the Axle 

The location of the axle is one of the most im- 
portant factors in the construction of a trailer and 
causes trailer builders most concern. As has been 
stated, no two people have the same ideas about build- 
ing and equipping a trailer, and it is therefore im- 
possible to prepare a formulae of any kind for lo- 
cating the axle. 

What kind of a car are you driving? How many 
people, if any, are going to ride in the rear seat? 
Considering these things, how much weight will the 
rear end of your car stand, and what kind of a 
bracket are you going to use for attaching the trailer 
to the car? 

Generally speaking, if you are driving a sedan and 
two people are going to ride in the rear seat, two 
hundred pounds on the trailer hitch is about the 
limit. If no one will ride in the rear seat, you can go 
to 300 to 350 pounds if you have to, but it is better 
to stay around 250 pounds. Now, if you can locate 
the axle on your trailer to accomplish this, you have 
solved the problem. 

Your trailer, with the right amount of weight on 
the rear of your car will make the car ride smoothly, 
evenly and comfortably. In fact, it will ride better 
than without this weight because all jars and jolts 
of any kind are thoroughly absorbed by the springs. 

The trailer must never be balanced on the axle. 
To do so is dangerous. It will bob and sway and 
throw your car out of control. Get some extra weight 
forward for safety. It’s getting the right amount 
that’s hard! 

Certainly the axle, wherever located, carries that 
part of the trailer equal to twice the distance from 
the axle to the rear end, plus one-half of the excess of 
this distance toward the front. In other words, if 
your trailer is 14 feet long, and the axle is 5 feet 
from the rear, 10 feet of the length is balanced on 
the axle while the weight of the remaining 4 feet 
is divided between the axle and the rear end of the 
car. See Diagram "U”. Therefore, if this remain- 
ing 4 feet can be kept within 400 to 500 pounds, 
naturally the weight on the rear of the car would 
be only 200 to 250 pounds. 

There is only one possible way to determine the 
location of the axle exactly in advance of building 
and that is to correctly calculate the weight of the 
materials that are going into the trailer and the 
distribution of the weight as closely as possible, sub- 
tract twice the amount to go on to the hitch and 
divide in half - and when you’ve turned this into 
feet, you’ve located your axle. If you can do this, 
you’re good. Otherwise just size up the job and take 
a darned good guess and go to it. This is the way 
they all do. See table of weights of materials, page 23. 
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About Trailer Axles 

You can use a regular automobile 
axle for your trailer if you wish - and 
there’s no need ever to stick to its 
standard tread - cut it in two in the 
center, weld in a section of steel to give 
you the tread you want. Get a set of 
converters to hold the spindles and you 
are all set. A Chevrolet front axle is 
a fine axle for this purpose. Converters 
are listed on page 14 of this catalog. 

The only thing such an axle lacks is spring spread. 
^ ^ l 6 s P rea d means steady riding -- less sway 

and here s where a special trailer axle is worth the 
price. Then too, by the time you pay the junk yard 
price for a Chevrolet axle, have it widened as sug- 
gested, and buy the converters, a special axle can’t 
cost you but a few dollars more and it pays to buy it. 

As a matter of comparison, the spring spread on 
a Chevrolet axle that has been widened to a 72 inch 
tread is only 39% inches while the spring spread on 
the 72 in. "Marathon” Axle shown on page 13 of 
this catalog is 56 inches. A trailer body 6 feet wide 
and at least 6 feet high, mounted on springs set only 
26% inches apart, as on a standard Chevrolet front 
axle, is bound to cause top heaviness, and even when 
the axle is widened to permit a 39 % inch spring 
spread it is apt to sway. 

^ , buiI< | er . s hesitate to use a wider tread than 
standard for their trailer for fear of trouble on side 
roads or backwoods trails. There’s something to 
this, of course, but if the road is safe and fit for your 
car to travel, chances are you’ll have no trouble with 
a wide tread. Of course if the ruts are extremely 
deep and the road winds between and over large 
boulders, some trouble may be experienced. Fortun- 
ately these kinds of roads do not invite automobile 
traffic, let alone trailer traffic. 

Brakes on trailers are okeh when a satisfactory 
method of operating them from the brake pedal of 
your car is devised, but brakes are not necessary if 
safe practices in driving and common sense in the 
operation of your car are followed. Keep the brakes 
on your car in good condition. Don’t allow yourself 
to get into emergencies that demand sudden stops. 
Don t jamb on the brakes, especially when the road 
is wet. In going down steep hills, use the compression 
of your motor as a brake - shift into socond - or 
even low gear — save your brakes. 

The Foundation 

The foundation of a trailer, like the foundation 
of a house, should be rigid and solid. The main 
parts are the two stringers running the full length 
of the body and upon which the body rests. These 
can be of steel or wood, but they should be of one 
continuous piece - not jointed. This principle is 
followed in every manufactured trailer, every com- 
mercial trailer you see and it must be right. Remem- 
ber, your trailer rests on two points - the rear of the 
car and the axle of the trailer, and most of the 
weight is between these two points. If you have a 
joint in your foundation between these points it is 
further weakened by the continuous jars and jolts 
to which tho trailer is subjected. 

About Trailer Hitches 

Of course you’ll use a ball joint hitch. It’s the 
bracket on the car that holds the ball that is im- 
portant. This bracket should be solidly bolted to the 


frame of your car - and no where else. Don’t mount 
the ball on the bumper. The bumper is naturally 
flexible — if it isn t it isn’t any good. The weight of 
the trailer will cause it to spring and break in time. 
At least it will gradually weaken the bolts holding 
the bumper to the car. See Diagrams "N”,"0”,"P”. 

Take off the bumper. Mount your hitch bracket 
in its place. Get your hitch as closely and as solidly 
to the car as possible. Don’t be afraid to sacrifice 
your rear bumper in the cause of safety and reli- 
ability in pulling your trailer. Remember, it is only 
in recent years that cars were equipped with bumpers 
at all. We got along without them a long time be- 
fore they were introduced. 

Some builders inquire about hitches with springs 
to absorb the jerk on the trailer when starting the 
car. The idea hails from the railway coupler but 
there’s a whale of a difference in starting a trailer 
and starting a string of box cars. You do not (or 
should not) move your car with a jerk. Your clutch 
shouldn’t grab. Start your car as it should be started 
and the entire unit — car and trailer — will move with 
the same ease as the car alone. Any spring between 
car and trailer is bound to permit play — and that 
is the very thing to be eliminated - as explained in 
the first and second paragraphs above. 

Choose a good hitch -- one that is substantial, safe 
and easily attached and detached. The Ball Bearing 
Safety Hitch described on page 10 of this catalog 
is a special house trailer hitch that is built to carry 
the trailer weight with ball bearing efficiency. Read 
all about it. The weight rests entirely on top of 
the ball and the threaded collar is about the easiest, 
simplest and quickest method of locking ever ap- 
plied to a hitch. Naturally this hitch costs a little 
more because it is a hitch of steel, all parts of which 
are individually machined to exactness. 

The Body 

It doesn’t make a lot of difference what kind of 
wood you use for the body frame as long as it is 
light. Nor is it necessary to use a great number of 
studdings. Locate them at the windows, doors, cor- 
ners or where you have a piece of heavy equipment 
such as a berth to attach from the inside. Don’t al- 
low exceptionally wide gaps without a studding. 

The rigidity of the body depends upon the brac- 
ing of the studding. For this bracing, nothing equals 
the gusset type body studding brace shown on page 
22. Well braced studding, plus the added strength 
of the outside and inside paneling, will give you as 
strong a body as you can possibly require. 

The thickness of your window and screen assembly 
should determine the thickness of your body walls. 
First, you must determine how you are going to 
operate your windows, and start from these. How 
thick is the window and screen? What kind of stop 
between? Study the illustrations and diagrams on 
pages 25, 26, 27, 28 and make your plans accord- 
ing to the method of window operation you select.

DIAGRAM "N” 

For older cars and trailers with hitches around 
20 in. from the ground, this bracket is suggested. 
The bumper is removed and a piece of 2x2x!4 in. 
angle iron is mounted in its place. The ball is cen- 
tered. For additional strength, a piece of iron is 
shaped to fasten in the center of the bracket and ex- 
tend beneath the apron to a cross member of the 
car frame to which it is bolted. 


DIAGRAM "O” 

The newer cars with the curved bodies present a 
problem for attaching a trailer. It is easily solved 
with a piece of 2Zix2ZixZa, in. angle iron and a good 
blacksmith. The angle iron is bent to the contour of 
the body and attached in place of the bumper as 
shown in the illustration. The ball is centered. 



DIAGRAM "P” 

For low trailers, the same bar is used as described 
under Diagram "O” but the blacksmith cuts the angle 
and puts an offset in it as illustrated. A piece of 
steel is riveted in the offset on which the ball is cen- 
tered. Be sure to get offset wide enough to give trailer 
tongue plenty of play on turns. 


The Floor 

A solid floor means added strength and greater 
comfort to your trailer. Use a tongue and groved 
flooring of light pine % inches thick. Lay the floor 
with screws. Cover it with one layer of building 
paper and on top of this put linoleum or carpet, as 
you wish. The 1/10 inch tempered Masonite Presd- 
wood makes an ideal floor covering. It is durable, neat 
and takes floor varnish nicely. Some builders use this 
Masonite with the carpet or linoleum over it. A floor 
of this type gives you not only a solid floor to walk 
on, but one that is certainly air tight. 


FOR SAFETY 


Don’t he a Fool — Drive Carefully 

A wrecked automobile is bad enough, but when 
there’s a trailer mixed up in it, it’s an awful mess. 
Just a glimpse of such a wreck will make a careful 
driver out of you. The greatest danger lies in for- 
getting that you are pulling a trailer. You slide 
along so nicely that you become unconscious of the 
fact that you have a trailer on behind. Better not 
forget it - ever. 

When you’re pulling a trailer you should be more 
certain to obey the rules of the road than ever. Don’t 
dispute the right of way. You may lose. To speed 
with a trailer is evidence of insanity. Never drive 
so fast that your car is out of control. Keep well 
behind the car in front of you and do not think of 
passing another car until you’re positive there is no 
car behind you. A rear view mirror, fastened on the 
door or fender of your car, is a necessity. All state 
laws require them on commercial trucks and trailers, 
and when you have a trailer on behind you have the 
same problems as the truck drivers. 

If your trailer has a tread wider than standard, or 
a wide body, keep well to the right side of the road. 
Don’t be a road hog, or some truck driver may ease 
you over with a generous clip on your trailer that 
may cause you some difficulty, and, in such cases, it 
is easy to say that you were too far over to the left. 

If you’ve never used the arm signal for a turn, do 
it when you’re pulling a trailer - not only for the 
other fellow’s benefit but for your own protection. 
This is the way to prevent rear end collisions and is 
obligatory.

It is just as foolish to drive without insurance on 
your car and trailer as it is to drive recklessly. For 
a small premium you can have your trailer covered 
by fire, theft, collision and property damage insur- 
ance and be protected in the event of accident or loss. 
This is especially valuable when you are on a distant 
trip. Remember, in pulling a trailer, you are the 
prey of "the other fellow” and it is easy to shift the 
blame onto you for any accident that may happen. 
Then you’re not only "out” the money to pay "the 
other fellow” but for the damage to your own trailer 
as well. If your car is insured, don’t fail to notify 
your insurance company that you are going to attach 
a trailer to it. Your policy may not permit you to 
do this. Some companies, however, will give you 
insurance protection on your trailer as a part of your 
automobile insurance without extra charge. It is also 
possible to insure your trailer for short periods. For 
instance, while you are on your trip or vacation. 
There is no need to carry insurance (except fire and 
theft) for a whole year if your trailer is laid up for 
9 to 10 months out of a year.

Look Out for Fire 

Be ever conscious of the danger of fire in your 
trailer, especially at night. Should fire break out 
while you are sleeping your chances of escaping are 
slim. Try to keep in mind just what to do in case 
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of fire and, should an emergency arise, you will un- 
consciously act to save yourself and other occupants 
of the trailer. In handling gasoline for your stove or 
lantern, never get careless. Immediately wipe up every 
drop you may spill and do not strike a match near 
the stove until you’re sure there is no gasoline near 
to ignite. Keep the gas can tightly covered. Have 
leaky containers repaired at once. If gasoline escapes 
from any part of the stove, take it outside the trailer 
at once and repair it. 

Every trailer should be equipped with a good fire 
extinguisher kept in a handy place ready for instant 
use. Make sure it is properly filled and in good 
working order at all times. See that every occupant 
of the trailer knows how to use it.

It is a fact that no two people have the same ideas 
regarding interior arrangements of trailers and these 
suggestions are given to help you design your own. 
Practically every plan can be incorporated in the vari- 
ous lengths. One thing is certain -- these arrange- 
ments give you a maximum of roominess. You will 
not feel cramped or stuffy in any of them. The il- 
lustrations below are scaled 4 feet to 1 inch. All have 
side doors. All use 24 in. windows in the peak and 
30 in. windows in the sides and ends except where 
otherwise noted. 15 feet is the maximum length 
shown, for we believe that 15 feet is as long as a 
trailer should be. All plans are one width -- 74 in. 
inside. The overall outside width depends upon the 
thickness of your walls. The little white squares in 
the outlines indicate the location of studdings. The 
work board in the galley is 16 in. wide with drawers 
and cabinets beneath. Refrigerator is beneath stove

VENTILATE for Health 
and Comfort 

A house trailer is a compact house and good venti- 
lation is a necessity. You have the windows, of course, 
but an open window causes drafts ~ and there are 
times when you don’t want to open one - and those 
are just the times when ventilation is more necessary 
than ever. A ventilator in the top of the coach is 
correctly placed as stale air always rises to the ceiling 
and should be allowed to escape. A ventilator should 
also be placed at some point near the floor to permit 
fresh air to enter. 

If you use a heater or a light with a flame, a con- 
stant supply of fresh air is necessary as these burners 
soon consume the oxygen in the car, and without 
this important element the air soon becomes stuffy, 
heavy and the flames burn weakly, or not at all. 

Good ventilation prevents moisture from accumu- 
lating on the walls of the coach. It is the only pre- 
ventative for the dampness some users have experi-

enced in their trailers. Instances have been reported 
where dampness was so bad that mould would ac- 
cumulate on the sides, floor and in odd corners. 
Ventilate and avoid dampness! 

Cooking odors should be permitted to escape be- 
fore they spread throughout the car. Such odors not 
only make the air disagreeable but they get into your 
clothing, bed clothing, etc., which is objectionable.

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Put a Good Top on Your Trailer 


Nothing is more important than the top of your 
trailer for it is the part that gets the greatest abuse. 
It must withstand the beating rains, the lashing winds 
and the boiling rays of the sun, and be strong enough 
to withstand the vibration and racking of the trailer 
when underway. Then, too, a good top will add to 
your living comfort. It will help to keep you cool 
in summer and warm in winter. Put a good top on 
your trailer. It pays. 

A good top is simple to construct. Ribs must be 
selected or cut to the contour you prefer, and should 
be set on the upper plate of your trailer on 12 inch 
centers. Before attaching the ribs, you must decide 
whether or not you are going to line the inside of 
the top. If you are going to line the inside, you can 
simply put the ribs and frame together with finishing 
nails as the outside decking and the inside lining will 
give the top plenty of strength; but if you are not 
going to line the inside, it is best to put the entire 
frame together with 1 in. corner braces No. 273, 
stove bolts No. 336, spring washers No. 365 and 
screws as shown in Diagram S. For best results, this 
latter method is recommended in either case as there 
will be no doubt as to the strength and rigidity of 
your top if this method is followed. 

For a simple, inex- 
pensive job the top can 
now be covered with 
1/8 or 1/10 in. Mason- 
ite. This material can 
easily be applied on or- 
dinary curves of not 
less than 12 in. radius, 
but it cannot be used 
on compound curves 
and you should not try 
to apply it on curves 
of a smaller radius. 
Apply with No. 287 or 
288 nails. Of great im- 
portance in using Ma- 
sonite on the top is the 
joints. Due to vibra- 
tion, joints will open 
and permit the roof to 
leak unless a good flex- 
ible filler is used. Painting: Give top one or two 
coats of No. 576 Aluminum Emulsion or, better still, 
one or two coats of good quality white lead primer, 
then one coat of aluminum paint. 

The most satisfactory top job is one with ribs, 
stringers and rafters thoroughly braced and bolted as 
shown in Diagram "S” with a wood decking. You 
have your choice of two kinds of wood for this pur- 
pose: Basswood sheeting No. 226, % in. thick, 
or % in. two-ply basswood panels No. 225. The 
latter makes a beautiful job, smooth, strong and, for 
best construction, it is recommended. Either stock 
can be applied with small nails (Catalog No. 285). 
In applying, be sure to put a brace between the trailer 
floor and the top section you are working on to give 
you a solid nailing base. In applying decking to ribs, 
begin at top and work down — nail as you go and 
trim off bottom edge when job is finished. To make 
a compound curve, as will be required on trailers with 
round corners, cut decking in narrow strips and bend 
around curve, fitting edges closely, tacking securely 
and sanding smoothly. See Diagram "T”. 


After top decking is 
applied, cut holes for any 
ventilators you plan to 
install and give it two 
coats white lead filler. 

Now select the top 
covering material, either 
of which will give you a 
perfect top. No. 412 can- 
vas: this is a fine quality 
cotton duck 96 in. wide 
and can be purchased in any length you wish. If your 
trailer has square corners, lay canvas over top, stretch 
tight and tack one side — let corners go until the last. 
Stretch as tightly as possible and tack other side - 
working on all sides accordingly. On the peak and 
corners fold canvas under — do not cut. Tack on peak 
and corner ribs. By stretching and tacking as you 
go you can get a perfectly smooth job - so nice, in 
fact, that the canvas you have folded under will 
scarcely be noticeable when you’ve finished. 

Painting: two coats of white lead filler, and one 
or two coats aluminum paint or No. 575 Glazo 
Aluminum Emulsion. 

A method of applying canvas to decking that has 
been highly recommended is by the use of a white 
lead paste paint. This paste paint is made as follows: 
25 lbs. white lead, Zi pint varnish, 7 lbs. whiting. 
Best results are obtained if paint is machine mixed 
to perfect smoothness. This is enough for a trailer 
614 by 14 feet. Application: just before you spread 
the canvas over the top, give decking a very thick 
coating of paste paint as quickly as possible. Pour 
paint on and spread with large brush or wide stick. 
Spread canvas over the top while paint is wet and 
pull down tightly, rolling the entire top from middle 
to sides with a wide roller or rolling pin. Keep 
stretching while you tack. This cements the canvas 
to the top. Allow three or four days for drying, then 
proceed with the painting as described in above para- 
graph. 

One advantage in using our No. 412 canvas for 
the top covering lies in its adaptability to tops with 
compound curves, as will be found on trailers with 
round corners. It is possible to stretch this canvas 
smoothly around a compound curve of 12 inch radius 
or more without cutting it whatsoever. All that is 
required is a strong arm and a little patience. Tack 
straight sides temporarily, then pull and twist on the 
corners and the peak until every wrinkle or bulge 
has disappeared, then tack permanently. Slight 
bulges and wrinkles can be eliminated by wetting 
canvas after it is applied. This causes it to shrink. 
Be sure to let the canvas dry thoroughly before 
painting. See illustrations -- actual photographs of 
a top with compound curves covered with canvas by 
the method described. Do not use the paste paint 
described above on a job of this kind. Give wood 
decking two coats white lead primer paint and let dry 
thoroughly before proceeding with covering. 

Another fine top covering is our No. 413 water- 
proof aluminum duck. This is an oil filled canvas 
with aluminum finish on one side and requires no 
painting after it is applied. To get a neat corner with 
this material, it must be cut to fit the corners and 
cemented or tacked (or both). After you have tacked 
it to the straight sides, take a thin stick and mark 
the line of your cut on the corners. Make your cut

and overlap the canvas an inch or so and cement it 
securely. By careful work you will get a smooth, 
tailored job - and certainly a good top. This method 
of application applies also to artificial leather and 
similar materials. Of course, if the top is flat, no 
cutting is necessary. 

Inside Lining 

Two-ply basswood panels No. 225 undoubtedly 
make the finest inside top lining obtainable. Masonite 
can be used if desired but it is somewhat heavier. Fit 
your pieces carefully, seeing that the material is tight 
against the ribs and curves, using small nails No. 287 
for tacking. On the compound curves, do not try to 
make them in one piece or with narrow strips as sug- 
gested for the outside but fit your material in three 
sections. Cover joints with moulding (Catalog No. 
215) applied with No. 286 moulding nails or 331 or 
333 oval head screws, countersunk, 4 to 5 inches 
apart. Painting. Wood: one coat white lead primer, 
one coat enamel, light color preferable. Masonite: 2 
coats white lead primer, one coat enamel. 

Don’t forget to do any wiring for your lights be- 
fore applying inside lining. 

Do not cut the holes in the canvas for ventilators 
until after the entire top is completed and painted. 
When this is done, it is easy to cut these out by 
following the outline of the hole already in the 
top decking.

Cleats rabbeted out for 
lip may be used on all four sides to hold sink to 
board, if you prefer not to drill holes in sink. In 
either case, spread a thick layer of So-Lo plastic rub- 
ber (Catalog No. 578) on lip of sink, then secure 
a board by either method described. The So-Lo 
rubber forms a gasket between the wood and metal 
and keeps water out. 

By all means use a trap in your sink installation. 
This keeps out bugs, odors and whatnot. To use a 
trap means only a dollar or so more and it’s worth it.

Let there he Light in Your Trailer 

Your ideal light is electricity. 

Good dry battery lights for in- 
termittant use are the handy 
Eveready wall lights. (Catalog 
No. 460.) These are neat little 
fixtures that can be attached 
to the ceiling. They use two 
large flashlight batteries (Cata- 
log No. 461) and they provide 
a lot of light for their size. 

These lights are not recom- 
mended for steady burning, but 
for a light to go to bed by or 
in emergencies they are fine. 

Now about real electric lights 
-- not those dinky little three 
candle power dome lights like 
you find in automobiles, but a 
real lighting system that will il- 
luminate your trailer with the 
same brilliance as your home. 

Light that you can read by — 
live by and enjoy. A lighting 
system that enables you to use 
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DIAGRAM "R” 

Simplified wiring diagram for interior lights, running lights, stop and 
tail light. Two 4-way connectors No. 466 are used. All wiring from plug 
to battery, transformer and switch is 8-gauge No. 473. Wire from plug to 
running lights and stop and tail light is No. 474 twin armored wire. 
Solder all connections. 


110 volt current when it is available or a battery 
which you will install in the trailer - with the same 
circuit and the same bulbs. The main feature about 
this system is a 15 ampere double pole, double throw 
switch No. 471, one side of which takes the current 
from the battery, while the other side takes it from 
the 110 volt circuit. This current, however, is reduced 
to 6 volts by passing it through a small transformer 
(No. 457) . Another feature lies in the size of the 
wire leads to your lights. Being only a 6 volt circuit, 
large wire is required - for up to 6 to 9 bulbs, No. 3 
wire must be used (Catalog No. 473). Lead this as 
closely to the fixture as possible and connect it to the 
sockets with the smaller leads with which the fixture 
is equipped. A study of Diagram "R” will show 
you the features of this system. 

Locate your fixtures and equip them with 6-8 volt 
32 candle power bulbs. (Catalog No. 446.) Use 
the old type round bulbs as these provide much more 
light than the new tapered bulbs. For side lights, 
special 6 volt 25 watt frosted bulbs are available 
(Catalog No. 459). 

Of course when using the battery circuit you will 
be as economical with current as possible and you 
can keep your trailer battery well charged by bring- 
ing a lead from the generator on your car through a 
plug (Catalog No. 466) in the trailer. When draw- 
ing the current for charging, have your generator 
stepped up to discharge a greater volume for it must 
not only charge your car battery but your trailer bat- 
tery as well. In selecting a battery for your trailer, 
get one somewhat larger and of a greater capacity 
than is required for your car. (Catalog No. 448). 
This will cost you a little more money, but it is worth 
it. Put the battery in your trailer where it is easily 
accessable, and it is best to line the battery compart- 
ment with sheet lead. 

Take the current for your driving lights, tail light 
and stop light from your car lighting system through 
another plug in the trailer. See Diagram "R”. 

A simpler system of lighting is by the use of 
ordinary 110 volt lighting fixtures just as you would 
buy for your home. Use 110 volt bulbs when you 
have this current available, but when you have to 


change to battery current (6 volts) remove the 110 
volt bulbs from the fixtures and insert adapters (Cat- 
alog No. 456) permitting the use of 6-8 volt auto- 
mobile bulbs. With this system, lead the 110 volt 
circuit into the trailer through a plug to a double 
pole, double throw switch as mentioned before, one 
side connected to the 110 volt circuit, the other side 
to the battery circuit. See diagram. To be remem- 
bered: change your small bulbs to the 110 volt bulbs 
before you throw on the 110 volt current. Also: 
use No. 8 wire for leads to your fixtures and prevent 
loss of voltage, thus affecting the brilliance of your 
lights when you use the battery circuit. 

Trailer Radio 

When you get the idea of a radio for your trailer, 
you’ll probably think of the regular automobile radio 
right off the bat! Once you understand that this 
type takes a lot of juice and soon exhausts a battery, 
you’ll look about for something different and better - 
and the dry battery operated set will be it! 

Automobile radios are made to use in a car pri- 
marily while it is running and the battery is being 
continually charged. But with a set with two volt 
tubes, a couple of 45 volt "B” batteries and a good 
"A” battery will give you three or four months’ 
service without having to renew the batteries. 

Put an aerial of copper screen wire in the top of 
the trailer between the ribs and decking and solder 
the aerial lead to it. Solder the ground wire to the 
metal chassis frame. 

* * *

Always use at least two coats of filler before applying 
finishes. Sand smoothly after each coat. Aluminum 
paint is undoubtedly the best for tops as it reflects 
heat from the sun even better than white. All metal 
parts of the chassis, its wood parts and the floor 
underneath should be given a coat or two of black 
asphalt paint. Wipe galvanized iron with vinegar 
before painting. Masonite can be given a coat of 
shellac or it can be waxed or both for a beautiful 
brown finish. 


About Trailer Insulation 

Many builders place more importance on insula- 
tion than average conditions warrant. For average 
mild weather use, the dead air space between the walls 
of your trailer provides enough insulation but when 
the trailer is to be used in extreme climates, there is 
some need for insulation. For ordinary summer 
weather use, insulation is somewhat of a luxury. Of 
course with the use of metal for siding as some 
builders have in mind, certainly the best of insulation 
is necessary -- and then some!
